Since the typhoid cases have 
appeared pupils have been using 
w ater from the Eliza Wible property, 
west of the school house.

Adams county’s representative in the 
General Assembly at Harrisburg, is 
sponsoring a bill which would re­ 
quire 
applicants 
for 
automobile 
drivers’ licenses to furnish 
proof 
th at they have paid state and local 
taxes before issuance of the licenses. 
The county legislator told The 
Gettysburg Times by telephone from 
Harrisburg this morning th at he 
understands a sim ilar plan is in 
force in M aryland and is “working 
out very well.” 
He said th a t the bill, which has 
been prepared and soon will be in­ 
troduced in the lower house, would 
require the applicant for a driver’s 
license to present receipts or some 
other form of proof th a t he has 
paid all of his taxes. Details of the 
m anner of furnishing proof to the 
secretary of revenue will be worked 
out later. 
Mr. Thompson indicated he feels 
th at some solution m ust be found to 
the problem of collecting taxes since 
tax receipts have been dropped as a 
voting requirement and other cir­ 
cumstances m ake the task of the tax 
collector increasingly more difficult. 
A $l,000-a-year salary for internes 
in state-aided hospitals is advocated 
by Representative John C. Bohn (D- 
Luzeme), according to an Associated 
Press dispatch from Harrisburg.

The first prize is

$100 a year. Second prize will be $25 
in cash and the third prize will be a 
cash award of $15. 
The three Le­ 
gion posts in the county also are 
awarding the American Legion cita­ 
tion for Americanism to the student 
subm itting the best essay from each 
school. 
The contest is open to all high 
school seniors in Adams county who 
will be qualified to enter college for 
the 1939-1940 school term . 
Tile essays will be judged for Eng­ 
lish, originality, structure evidence 
of ability to reason and for research. 
The papers shall contain from 800 to 
1,000 words. 
Five Sub-Topics 
The general topic for the essays 
has been broken down into five sub­ 
divisions, including education, social 
and economic progress, freedom of 
expression, religious, civil and politi­ 
cal freedom, and hum an welfare. 
One of these sub-topics will be se­ 
lected by the Legion com m ittee to be 
developed by the student in essay 
form. - The selected 
sub-topic 
for 
each school will be m ailed each high 
school principal to be announced 
immediately before the students be­ 
gin the writing of the essays. 
The 
actual writing of the esasys will be 
done in school under the direct 
supervision of the principal or a 
teacher designated by him. 
Students are being directed to be-

They will be 
allowed to take notes on their read­ 
ing which may be referred to during 
the actual writing of the essay, al­ 
though none of the actual writing 
for the essay may be done until F ri­ 
day afternoon, M arch 31.

Those papers 
will be numbered and sent with no 
other identification to the judges of 
the county contest who have not 
been announced.

The three best essays from each 
school must be in the office of the 
county superintendent of schools at J 
the court house on or before Tues­ 
day, April 4, the letter states. 
The best county essay will be sub­ 
m itted to the Pennsylvania d epart­ 
m ent of the American Legion for 
competition in the state contest and 
the winner in th at judging will re­ 
ceive a trophy.

Governor Jam es today asked the 
legislature to set aside $812,500 for 
operating his proposed new' busi- 
ness-boaster 
agency, 
the D epart­ 
m ent of Commerce, for the next 
two years. 
Nearly half the money would be 
spent to attra c t tourists to the state 
for visit* to the battlefield at G et­ 
tysburg and other historic shrines 
in addition to using Pennsylvania’s 
raids to carry them north, south, 
east and west. 
The request was m ade in a letter 
to Rep. Norm an Wood, Lancaster, 
republican leader of the im portant 
house appropriations committee, the 
Associated 
Press 
reported 
from 
Harrisburg. 
The appropriation would be in 
addition to $15,000 which the gov­ 
ernor asked 
be allocated for sta rt­ 
ing 
the 
d epartm ent’s 
operations 
now and the funds which would be 
transferred to the departm ent when 
it absorbs the functions of the state 
planning board and the publicity 
commission. 
Governor Jam es requested that 
$400,000 be taken from the motor 
fund, $300,000 from

Health authorities are generally 
agreed that rabies, or hydrophobia, 
can be practically stamped out by 
the vaccination of dogs with rabies 
vaccine, together with the elimina­ 
tion of stray dogs. A single treatment 
will usually protect a dog against 
hydrophobia for one year, 
The virus of hydrophobia is con­ 
tained in the saliva of rabid dogs. 
When this virus comes in contact 
wuth open cuts, scratches, or wounds, 
hydrophobia 
is 
likely to develop. 
When 
hydrophobia 
does 
develop, 
there Is no known cure. 
In order to stamp out rabies, many 
municipalities require vaccination of 
dogs against the disease if they are 
allowed to run free. 
Unvaccinated 
dogs must be confined to yards or 
houses 
and 
taken 
out 
only 
on 
leashes. 
Each 
package 
of 
Parke-Davis 
Rabies Vaccine contains a certificate 
and 
metal 
tag. 
The 
certificate, 
when filled out by a veterinarian, is 
intended 
for the owner to show 
that his dog has been vaccinated 
against rabbles. The metal tag is at­ 
tached to the collar of the dog and 
signifies to the general public that 
the animal has been vaccinated. 
Vaccination or dogs against rabies 
and elimination of all stray dogs will 
ald in eliminating the disease, and

ATTACKS GROW 


Berlin. M arch 22 (AP)—In the 
face of m ounting 
criticism 
from 
abroad. Chancellor Adolf Hitler to­ 
day scored his second trium ph w ith­ 
in a week—Lithuanian consent to 
the return of w ar-lost Memelland. 
D.N.B.. the official Germ an news 
agency, in a K aunas dispatch this 
morning said th a t Lithuania had 
decided to return the 1.000 square 
mile territory with 150.000 mostly 
Germ an population as the “only 
expedient solution for conciliation.” 
Reliable quarters in Kaunas, the 
L ithuanian capital, had said Tues­ 
day night th a t the government de­ 
cided to yield to agitation for the 
return of Memel. 
Tire L ithuanian decision came just 
one week after Dr. Emil Hacha. 
president 
of 
the 
now 
vanished 
C zechoslovak republic, placed Bo­ 
hemia and Moravia under German 
protection—a step which brought 
protests from 
the 
United States. 
Britain, France, and Soviet Russia 
and resulted in a vigorous nazi press 
counter-attack upon those powers. 
The Memel question—bound with 
discussion of G erm an annexation of 
the Free State of Danzig—has been 
frequently in the news since C han­ 
cellor H itler came to power in 1933. 
Since the new parliam entary elec­ 
tions in Memelland last January 
showed nazi gains, foreign quarters 
persistently predicted that Memel 
would be a part of the Germ an reich 
before H itler’s 50th birthday, which 
is April 20 
A delegation from Lithuania was 
awaited here to settle all questions 
resulting from the Kaunkas gov­ 
ernm ents decision. 
Propaganda 
M inister 
Goebbels’ 
Der AngrifT came out with a one- 
page spread as an extra edition a n ­ 
nouncing the new territorial acqui­ 
sition. 
Chancellor 
H itler’s 
Voelk- 
ischer Beobachter had an extra. 
Both carried the inspired com­ 
m ent that “in the m idst of outrage­ 
ous agitation, which England is loos­ 
ing against 
the reich, the news 
strikes like lightning th at the an ­ 
cient G erm an Memeiiand is fre e ' 
again.

jubilation 
sweeps over Germany. 
We are liv­ 
ing in a time for great recompensa­ 
tion 
Our hearts are burning with 
pride, We thank the fuehrer x x x . "
